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Courtyard, St. William’s College. St. William’s College, 
in Ogleforth (which was originally the house of the Prior <>f 
Hexham, in Northumberland), was once the residence of 
thirty-six parsons connected with York Minster. St 
William, whose embalmed head was preserved in York 
Minster until the Reformation, was a compaiatively modern 
patron saint, for he died in 1154, and was only canonised in 
1284. 
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
